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A HUMAN BABOMETER. 


The Real Relation Between the Human 
Body aud the Weather Scientifically 
Explained, 

[Scientific American.] 
One of the most valuable develop 

ments of modern science along the 
line of human necessity is the Nation- 
al Weather Bureau at Washington. 
Experience has shown that 86 per 
cent, of the predictions of the signal 
service are. aectirate; and these predic- 
tions are unquestionably of the great- 
est importance to the seaman, the ag- 
riculturist and the entire commercial 
world.

Passage of the Chinese Bill. 

WasHINGTON, April 28. 
After Mergan and Call had fin- 
ished speaking on the Chinese bill, 
Pendleton maintained that it is the 
duty of Congress to put its interpreta. 
tion on the word labor’ in this bill, 
not only as a guidance for officers who 
have to execute it, but in the interests 
of the Chinese and all parties cen- 

cerned, 
Edmunds remarked that ultimately 
the Chinese would have to decide the 
question, and it will be just ag difficult 


to determine the meaning of the words 
skilled“ and “ unskilled” as of the 
word“ laborer.” 

Pendleton reiterated his argument

Lamson Hanged. 
New York, April 27. 

The Herald's London dispatch has 
the following on Lamson’s last hours: 
The Chaplain of Wadsworth Prison 
visited him in the condemned cell this 
evening and remained some time in 
prayer. Lamson was less agitated 
than might have been supposed, tke 
terrible strain of the last few months 
having culminated ‘yesterday, when 
the Home Secretary’s decision was 
first made known to him. He slept 


fairly well last night, and has te—day 
evidently been nerving himself for the 
ordeal he has to face to-morrew morn- 
ing. If he should be troubled with 
restlessness, a sleeping draught will be 
administered. His last interview 
with his wife was of a most painful 
character, but both husband and wife 
bore it much better than might have 
been expected. Mrs. Lamson, now 
that the worst is known, appears te 
have gained in calmness and self-pos- 
session. She was unacc™m panied, save 
dy a lady with whom she has been 
residing some weeks in the north of 
London. Marwood arrived at the 
prison this afternoon and will pass the 
night within its preciscts. He in- 
spected all the arrangements for the 
execution and pronounced them satis- 
factory. The convict is confined in 
one of the northeastern wings of the 
building, about 50 yards from a per- 
manent scaffold, which is situated on 
one side of the yard. His grave has 
+ been already dug clcse by the scaffold, 
and is similar to that made use of in 
LeRoy’s case. The convict will have 
no steps to climb. The body will drop 
into a deep well. With reference to 
the cenvict’s written request that his 
body may be handed to the surgeons 
for dissection, itis probable that no 
such disposal of the remains will be 
allowed by the authorities. The act- 
ual sentence of the law will be carried 
out to the letter. The execution is 
fixed for 9 A. M., and the inquest for 
2 o'clock in the afternoon. —

Death was instantaneous. The drop 
was nine feet. The Chaplain remained 
by the gallows repeating the Lord’s 
prayer.

Death of Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
Boston, April 27. 
Ralph Waldo Emerson died at his 
home in Concord, Mass., at 9 o’clock 
this evening. During the forenoon 
he did not appear to suffer greatly, 


and was apparently resting easily. 
About noon the patient exhibited 
signs of restlessness and began to suf- 
fer severe pain. Soon thereafter he 
became delirious, and Dr. Emerson 
immediately administered ether, under 
the influence of which he was kept un- 
til death. About quarter to nine Dr. 
Emerson came down from the sick 
room to an apartment where a number 
of friends of the family, were sitting, 
and stated that during the afternoon 
Emerson’s pulse had been reduced 
from 140 to 120; that he thought the 
crisis in the disease was reached, and 
would be favorably passed. The 
Doctor then went up stairs, and al- 
most immediately returned with news 
of his death, which wa’ not caused by 
exhaustion, but by acute pneumonia, 
the tubes suddenly filling up and 
choking him. “His wife, Dr. Emerson 
and an unmarried daughter of Mr 
Emerson were at his bedside when he 
died, 

A Jealous Father Shoots His Daughter. 

San Josx, April 28. 

At Willows, in the suburbs of San 
Jese, about six o’clock this morning. 
G. H. Gunghey shot his daughter, 


Amanda Ellen Gunghey, three times. 
The wounds are believed to be mortal. 
The man has been arrested. He 
says his daughter struck him and 
he only intended to frighten her. She 
says her father was violently opposed 
to her receiving attentions from a 
young man; that he was jealeus of 
her, and, to use her own words, wanted 
to love ber not as if she were his 
daughter, but some other woman. 


A Royal Wedding. 
Lonpon, April 28. 

The marriage of Prince Leopold to 
Princess Helen of Waldeck took place 
at George’s Chapel. Windsor, yester- 
day. Windsor was gaily decorated, 
the shops closed and salutes fired dur- 
ing the day. The war ships at Ports- 
mouth and other places were also 
decorated. The marriage ceremony, 
which ‘was conducted with great pomp, 
was concluded shortly after 1 o’clock. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury was the 
chief officiating clergyman. Princess 
Helena was given away by her father. 
At the conclusion Leopold kissed his 
bride and the Queen kissed the couple. 


Belmont Won't Hurt Blaine. 

WasHINGTON, April 28. 
There have been several rumors 
in circulation as to Belmont’s bellig- 
erent intentions toward Blaine. A re- 
porter has ascertained from close per- 
sonal friends of Belmont that he has 
no such intentions. He did consult 
his friends as to what he sbould do, 
and they advised him not to take any 
steps towards calling Biaine to a per- 
sonal account, as that would Le out of 
place. Belmont has assented to and 
agreed to abide by their advice. The 
report that Belmont intended to resi 
from the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee is not true. He is determined to 
go ahead with the investigation. 


A Slap at Blaise. 
New York, April 28. 

The Times says: Blaine, who has 
had several important positions in the 
public service of this country, and is 
credited with aspirations for still 
higher eminence, has been engaged for 
two days in making a very remarka- 
ble exhibition of himself at the nation’s 
Capitol. He got angry and exhibited 
himself betore the American people 
in a way that can only excite grief in 
his friends, derision in his enemies, 
and amazement in indifferent ob- 
servers.

The robbers were tracked by 
bloodhounds into acenyon near Bra- 
zogs river. A hot fight ensued, in 
which one of the robbers was killed, 
when his two companions surrendered. 
The name of the robber wounded in 
the first fight is Gullet. The name of 
the dead robber has not been learned, 
nor the names of the two captured 
‘unhurt. Four more of the robber are 
at large with Rangers in pursuit. 


A Missouri Protest. 
Sr. Louris, April 28.
